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New House Majority 
Controlling Republicans 
Plan Legislative Reform 


H A R R I S B U R G (AP) - 
House Republican leaders say 
their first order of business in 
the new session will be legisla­ 
tive reform, possibly reaching 
as far as open committee meet­ 
ings. 
“Most of us have been pretty 
ashamed even to be classified 
as legislators,” said Kenneth B. 
Lee, the Sullivan County lawyer 
who expects to become Speaker 
of the House when the new leg­ 
islature is sworn into office 
next January. 
“The first thing we’ll have to 
do is get our own house in or­ 
der.” 


Lee was House Speaker dur­ 
ing the 1967-68 session and has 
served as Minority Leader for 
the past four years. The Re­ 
publican House majority chosen 
Tuesday 
gives 
the 
GOP 
a 
chance to elect the speaker. 
Republicans 
have won 
at 
least 105 seats, three more than 
the 
constitutional 
majority, 
with 
five 
races 
still 
close 
enough to go either way. Coun­ 
ty election boards are to begin 
official tabulation of the results 
on Friday. 
Lee 
set 
three specific 
targets: end extended, roll calls 
on the House electronic voting 


board, improve management of 
legislative funds, and stop vot­ 
ing by absent lawmakers on 
important bills. 
He gave a qualified endorse­ 
ment to open meetings of legis­ 
lative committees, saying the 
change would “give people a 
little more confidence in the 
system.” But he expressed fear 
that 
lobbyists would become 
even more powerful if they 
could watch a member’s every 
action. 
Unopposed in his own legisla­ 
tive district. Lee campaigned 
throughout the state for other 
Republican 
candidates.

Israeli Jets 
Major Syrian Bases 


Damage By Indians 
Estimate is $500,000 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Oc­ 
cupying Indians caused more 
than $500,000 damage to the of­ 
fice of the Bureau of Indian Af­ 
fairs, government officials said 
Thursday. They estimated that 
employes will not be able to re­ 
turn to work until at least a 
week from Friday. 
Inspecting the debris-strewn 
four-story building, 
investiga­ 
tors found hundreds of thou­ 
sands of letters and other offi­ 
cial documents several inches 
deep. 
The General Services Admin­ 
istration said structural dam­ 
age of $250,000 includes^ the cost 
of repairing holes in the walls, 
s m a s h e d 
windows, 
ruined 
plumbing, and removing gra- 
fitti on the walls. 
Another 
$280,000 
was 
esti­ 
mated to be lost in typewriters, 
rugs, office furniture and other 
equipment. Not included was 
the cost of damaged files and 
broken Indian paintings, potte­ 
ry, baskets and sculptures. 
* The 
Indian 
demonstrators, 
numbering about 400 at one 
time, took hundreds of docu­ 


ments with them as they left 
Wednesday, 
but Interior 
De­ 
partment spokesmen said they 
still don’t know which ones they 
are. 
Departing before a court-or­ 
dered deadline, some of the In­ 
dians had said the documents 
contained “highly incriminating 
evidence” against western con­ 
gressmen. 
The BIA said a handful of 
employes were in the 'building 
Thursday to retrieve property 
“but most won’t be back until 
Nov. 17 at the earliest.” 
One effect, a BIA spokesman 
said, will be that many adviso­ 
ry and policy functions will be 
suspended, 
perhaps 
delaying 
decisions on many Indian mat­ 
ters. 
However, the 200 BIA schools 
will not be affected because 
their headquarters are in Albu­ 
querque, he said. 
The record damage, he said, 
was ‘"‘as if a courthouse burned 
to the ground and you lost 
property, tribal operations and 
enrollment records.” 
“I have no idea when we’ll be 
back to normal,” said Asst. In­ 


terior Secretary William Ro­ 
gers. 
He said the destruction is 
“sad, very sad.” 
“It’s senseless,” said Forrest 
Gerrard, a former BIA em­ 
ploye who now is with the Sen­ 
ate Interior Committee staff. 
“Based on reports I had, it’s 
about as thorough a destruction 
as I’d expected.” 


TEL AVIV (AP) - Israeli 
warplanes 
swept 
across 
the 
Syrian frontier twice Thursday, 
downed two Syrian jet fighters, 
destroyed a Soviet SAM antiair­ 
craft missile battery and bomb­ 
ed artillery concentrations, the 
military command said. 
The 
Israelis said ail their 
planes returned safely but Syr­ 
ian communiques over Dam­ 
ascus radio claimed four Israeli 
planes were shot down. 
A senior officer of the Israeli 
general 
staff 
described 
the 
fighting as some of the heaviest 
on the Syrian border in more 
than two years. 
He 
said 
Syrian 
artillery 
pumped thousands of shells into 
Israeli army and civilian settle­ 
ments along a 25 mile front. 
Most of the shells were directed 
at 
two 
civilian 
settlements, 
wounding two civilians and one 
soldier, he said. 


The senior officer said dam­ 
age to building and machinery 
was extensive in the two civil­ 
ian settlements. 
He described the Syrian tar­ 
gets hit as one SAM missile site 
surrounded by antiaircraft bat­ 
teries, four Syrian army for­ 
ward positions and a number of 
artillery concentrations 
along 
the frontier, 
Israeli planes struck first at 
two guerrilla bases along the 
cease-fire line near Boqaata in 
the northern sector of the Go­ 
lan Heights in retaliation for 
recent guerrilla attacks against 
Israel, the military command 
said in Tel Aviv.

New Evidence Shows 
Mankind Much Older 


' LONDON (AP) - A skull at 
least 2.6 million years old is 
cited as evidence that man’s 
birthday was at least a million 
and a half years earlier than 
generally believed. 
The 
findings 
by 
Richard 
Leakey, a scientist from Ken­ 
ya, were announced simulta­ 
neously on Thursday by the Na­ 
tional * Geographic Society 
in 
Washington and by Leakey at a 
scientific meeting at the Lon­ 
don Zoo. 
At a news conference after­ 
ward, Leakey added some de­ 
tails about his fossil evidence, 
which 
could 
upset 
theories 
about the evolution of man. 
The 
official 
announcement 
spoke of the fossils as IVi mil­ 
lion years old, but Leakey told 
newsmen the skull was “more 
than 2.6 million years old, al­ 
though how much older we can­ 
not at the moment tell.” 
Along with the skull, Leakey 
found human leg bones from 
two other individuals of similar 
antiquity. He told newsmen the 


early man was probably about 
five feet tall but he could not 
say if he had fur or not. 
Leakey, administrative direc­ 
tor of the National Museum of 
Kenya, brought a model of the 
fragmented skull with him, but 
he said the actual skull and 
bones would never leave Ken­ 
ya. 
The same, he theorized, was 
not true of early man himself. 
He said his findings convinced 
him that “man walked from Af­ 
rica out to all the other conti­ 
nents.” 
“If there was a Garden of 
Eden, I would call it the Afri­ 
can continent.” he added. 
Much of the evidence that 
early man flourished in .Africa, 
came from Leakey’s parents, 
Dr. Mary Leakey and the late 
Dr. Louis S.B. Leakey. Young 
Leakey 
learned 
anthropology 
from his father. 
**I have never been to univer­ 
sity except to lecture.” the 28- 
year-old 
scientist 
told 
news­ 
men. He also insisted: “I am 
not British, I’m a Kenyan.”

Pottsto wn area residents base 
their requests for cold remedies 
on the multitude of television 
commercials that are directed 
at the viewer several times an 
hour, especially during prime 
time. 
“Television probably Is the 
most 
powerful 
force 
in 
in­ 
forming people what products 
they should use,” 
said 
Bill 
Canning, pharmacist at Can­ 
ning’s Drug Store, 451 High St. 
“Advertisers could package 
anything and people would buy 
it after they see it on television. 
“ In fact, compared to the 
days 
before 
telev.is.ion, 
cold 
remedies and other medicines 
were not pre-sold like they are 
today. 
“ W e 
In 
the 
pharmacy 
business really noticed a dif­ 
ference.” 


NOT TRUSTING 
And yet there still are many 
people who don't trust self- 
medication but turn to their

declares a snow emergency, we 
announce it through the news 
media and we send cars with 
loudspeakers around town to tell 
the people,” Woodring said.

“ We selected the Clyde Epps 
property in Linfield on the north 
side of a large bend in the river 
near Goose Creek. 
Neidley said this area was 
chosen because

found

minimal amount of artifacts on 
the surface there years ago and 
felt 
it 
would 
be 
good 
for 
digging. 
“ Pottery found on the surface 
In 
this 
area 
indicated 
the 
Woldland Epoch of about 1,000 
to 500 B.C.,” he said and some

NO BURIALS 
Neidley said there were no 
burials in this area but there 
were indications of occupation 
by early nomads who used the 
plain for a base for. fishing,

Accompanying the group was 
Charles Holzinger, head of the 
anthropology 
department 
at 
Franklin and Marshall College 
who spent several years 
in 
charge of excavations along the 
Susquehanna River Valley.

hunting 
he said. 
It 
wasn’t until 1969 that the club 
began digging, which today is 
the 
main 
intent 
of 
the 
organization. 
“Our purpose is not to go out 
and see how many artifacts we 
can dig up,” Neidley said, “We 
are 
not 
looking 
to 
collect 
quantity but to learn of our 
ancestors 
through 
a 
more 
scientific investigation of the 
subsoil. 
“ We are trying to learn how 


earlier civilizations lived by the 
study of the remnants which 
they left behind.” 
The club has been digging In 
a wide area, traveling to nor­ 
thern Delaware and Lancaster 
County but most of the ex­ 
p e d i t i o n s 
are along the 
Schuylkill River. 
Once the area is selected as 
in the recent exedition, five-foot 
squares are laid out on a level 
area and the club members 
begin removing the topsoil to 
the depth of the plowed ground. 
“This in most eases is 10 to 
12 inches at which point we run 
into sterile subsoil,” Neidley 
explained. 
The findings are catalogued 
by 
the 
club 
members 
who 
record the site location of every 
artifact, 
the 
depth 
of 
the 
discovery and the age or period 
of the find. 
“We know by studying site 
records of comparable areas the 
age of most materials. 
Neidley said the club recently 
completed three surface hunting 
trips and the Epps digging and 
will 
display 
the 
finds 
in 
Memorial Hall at The Hill after 
the artifacts are cleaned and 
cata legend. 
The club now is planning 
expeditions to jasper quarries 
in Lehigh County and along the 
Susquehanna River Valley and 
trips to the University Museum, 
Philadelphia, 
and 
the North 
Museum 
at 
Franklin 
and 
Marshall. 
Club members participating 
in the diggings include Carlos 
Earl, Calvin 
Smith, Maurice 
Cohn, Michael Moffatt, James

Storm Warning System 
To Aid Snow Preparation 


The borough of Pottstown has 
the 
same 
amount 
of 
snow 
emergency equipment it started 
with last year but officials think 
they’re a little better prepared 
this November for a heavy snow 
than they were in 1971. 
The reason has nothing to do 
with the mechanics of snow 
removal but it has a lot to do 
with planning for blizzards. It’s 
a new weather service centered 
in State College and it offers 
detailed 
forecasts 
with what 
borough officials 
feel is 
an 
impressive record for accuracy. 
The snow warning service will 
cost the borough $540 a year 
but Borough Manager Joseph 
Banta thinks it’ll be worth it. 
“We’ve 
been 
getting 
our 
forecasts 
through the 
county 
police radio,” he explained. “ I 
don’t know where they get their 
information but very often it 
hasn’t been accurate at all.” 
The service is 
run by 
a 
meteorologist named Joel 
N. 
Myers and towns and cities 
throughout the eastern states 
receive his forecasts. The New 
York Times labeled him “by 
far the most reliable man in 
the forecasting business.” 
According to Banta, at the 
first 
indication 
a 
storm 
is 
heading toward Pottstown. 
a 
representative of the service 
will telephone the local police 
department and give a brief 
“ alert.” 
T h a t 
will 
include 
the 
projected time of the storm’s 
arrival and an indication as to 
how severe it might be. 
When 
indications 
become 
more definite, a forecaster will 
give the police radio dispatcher 
a complete rundown of what the 
storm will be like: when it will 
start, what type or types of 
precipi tation, 
tempera tu re 
changes, winds, all kinds of 
details. 
He 
even 
will 
give 
ap­ 
proximate times to start cin­ 
dering, salting or plowing, and 
will 
predict 
what effects 
a 
change 
In 
temperature 
or 
precipitation will have. 
“ Special statements” also will 
be issued by the service. Some 
will 
be 
notes 
about 
special 
problems 
expected 
to 
arise 
during a storm, while others 
will 
be 
statements 
about 
weather conditions that might 
create a nuisance without really 
causing a snow emergency. 
For 
instance, 
a 
snowfall 
might appear to be severe in 
Pottstown but a call from State 
College could inform local of­ 
ficials that It's just going to 
last a little while, then turn to 
rain. 
That 
could 
save 
the 
borough the 
expense 
of 
ac­ 
tivating certain equipment. 
The information will be given 
out through use of a forecasting 
form, so the busy police radio 


dispatcher will only have to 
check appropriate spaces on the 
form instead of writing down 
the information. 
“Hiis should take a lot of 
guessing 
out 
of our 
storm 
preparations,” Banta said. “We 
should be able to work much 
more efficiently.” 
Myers claims his accuracy is 
a result of concentrated study 
of certain areas. The National 
Weather Service is involved In 
making general predictions for 
large areas but the warning 
service can 
be 
much more 
specific. 
Officials now should know a 
storm is coming 46 hours before 
it arrives and they should know 
exactly what to expect 12 to 
24 
hours 
before 
the 
first 
snowflake bits the ground. 
And if anybody ever has a 
question about the forecast, the 
snow warning service has a 
meteorologist on duty 24 hours 
a day to take care of problems, 
Banta added. 


Check on Wells 
Suggested After 
Heavy Showers 


Because of the large amoun 
of rain in the area Wednesda 
and Thursday, it is possibe tha 
a number of wells is contain! 
nated, 
according to a 
loca 
health official. 
Dr. Lamar T. Zimmerman 
physician with offices at 72 
High St. who serves as the med 
icai consultant to the borougl 
health office, it is quite possible 
that wells particuarly those ii 
the flood areas, were reeontam 
inated because of the heavj 
saturation. 
Dr. Zimmerman said those if 
the flood area and others tha 
had contaminated deposits o 
water from the June flood ari 
particularly vulnerable at this 
time. 
He cautioned that drinking 
contaminated water can lead to 
gastrointestinal diseases from 
minor cases of dysentery to the 
more serious typhoid and hepa- 
titus and it would be wise to 
have wells checked. 
Robert H. McKinney Jr., Was- 
tex Laboratories, 23 S. Hanover 
St. agreed that a problem of 
contamination may exist in the 
area. 
He said as a precautionary 
move, people who live in areas 
where flooded or where ground 
w a s 
completely 
saturated 
should have wells checked. He 
said there is a strong possibil­ 
ity that waste water from septic 
tanks or surface water has 
seeped into the wells.

Patriotic Zeal Causes 


Speaker to Faint

E very once in a while one who w rites no 
m atter for the press, journals or for books — 
has a dreadful m om ent after w hat he has com ­ 
posed has gone to the printer when he discovers 
fresh m aterial infinitely superior to that which 
he thought was the ultim ate. 
It m ust be a m om ent akin to that experienced 
by other careful craftsm en who work with their 
hands, when they come to believe for some rea­ 
son that they have not done the best of which 
they are capable. 
It is enough to m ake one sit down and wrant to 
cry! 
Such is the case of the vignette we had pre­ 
pared of the Hon. Charles Thomson in our earlier 
recollections of the W ar for Independence, the 
Revolutionary W ar years. In describing the swell 
of patriotic emotions which sw ept through the 
land as an afterm ath of the incident at Lexing­ 
ton: 
“ Everyone could 
not m arshal the gallant 
spirit of Honorable Charles Thomson, who be­ 
cam e so zealous during a speech a t B radford's 
London Coffee House on Front street, Philadel­ 
phia, that he fainted in his em otions and had to 
be lifted to the walk outside w here he could 
revive in the fresh a ir.” 
That is m anifestation of patriotism drawn to 
its zenith, especially when contrasted to som e 
of today's society who hesitate and som etim es 
to salute the flag, and we are not now speaking 
with reference to the Vientam W ar. 
H ere is w hat Pottstow n’s M ontgom ery Ledger 
w rote of the sam e m an. (M arch 22, 1859): 
“ ‘The Perpetual Secretary’ of the old Revo­ 
lutionary 
Congress 
from 
1774 
w as 
Charles 
Thomson. He was an Irishm an by birth, and 
cam e to Am erica at the age of eleven. He re ­ 
tained his post as Secretary with every Congress 
till the close of the w ar, and was chosen as the 
person to inform W ashington, at Mount Vernon, 
of his nom ination to the Presidency. His repute 
for integrity gained him the nam e am ong the 
Indians of ‘The Man of 'Truth;’ — the saying 
with whitem en who knew him w as quite well 
accepted: “ It is as true as if C harles Thomson’s 
nam e was to it.’ ” 
This becam e a proverb in old Philadelphia, the 
capital. 
All of our local com m unities did, of course, 
have th eir rem em brances of the g reat War for 
Independence. Today we have our m em ories as 
symbolized in the sprinkling of graves in such 
graveyards 
as the M ennonite churchyard 
at 
F rederick, the Ellis Woods in C hester County 
and the old F ritz burying grounds near Little 
Oley, w here our heroes w ere laid to rest. 
But in the days when the early Pottstow n 
paper was writing of Charles Thom son, the m em ­ 
ories w ere so m uch clearer, the days of the su­ 
prem e sacrifices for liberty so m uch closer! The 
great internal struggle over slavery, and our sub­ 
sequent battlegrounds, had not yet been intro­ 
duced to turn m en’s thoughts to yet other m atters. 
The paper was writing also of local veterans, 
or their widows, whose own m em ories ran back­ 
w ard as far as those clim atic days. 
Jesse Ives, whose obituary appeared Dec. 4, 
1860. was one such citizen. A m an identified with 
the Pottstown Rolling Mills from earliest tim es, 
a m an who had been a m em ber of Pottstown’s 
first Town Council, and whose every recollection 
was symbolic of the beginnings of our town and 
the fineness associated with it. 
“ He had a vigorous intellect and retentive 
m em ory, and distinctly recollected m any of the 
leading events of the Revolutionary W ar, although 
occurring when he was quite a youth. 
Among 
these, he often related the fact of his being in 
Philadelphia when the news of the surrender of 
Cornwallis at Yorktown was received and the 
joy with which that event was received by the 
patriots in the then capital of the United Con­ 
federacy.” 
T here was C atharine Levengood, whose hus­ 
band’s fam ily hom estead stood (and still stands) 
at the base of Poole Hill in Douglass Township. 
A lady who lived until her 102nd year, and was 
happy in the companionship of great-great grand­ 
children. 
Her husband, too, had served in the 
R evolutionary W ar in the capacity of team ster — 
certainly a companion in arm s of Sam uel Berto- 
let of Frederick and H enry V anderslice of E xeter 
and of Jacob Lorah of the Oley Valley, of whom 
we have so often w ritten. 
Our new spaper was constantly offering us 
articles such as this one copied from the West 
C hester Record: 
“ Mr. Coroner Smith, of West W hiteland, has 
presented us with a bullet which was recently 
taken by his father from near the h eart of a chest­ 
nut tree. The tree was cut on the farm of Mr. 
H arm an Bond, near the Three Tons. The bullet 
was flattened, and the rings of the tree indicated 
that it had been deposited 80 or 85 years ago — 
about the tim e of the Paoli m assacre, in 1777. 
It is probable that it is a m em ento of Revolution­ 
ary T im es.” 
The old churches were not forgotten: 
“ The cem etery at St. P eter’s C hurch'in West 
i tkeland, is one of the oldest bury mg grounds in 
C hester county. It was laid out 100 years ago by 
Mr. M uhlenberg. A log church building was erect­ 
ed at the sam e tim e. In 1812 this w as torn down 
and a stone building took its place. In 1825 this 
building was fired by incendiaries, as is supposed 
and burned dowrn. 
’ 
“ The building now occupying the ground was 
erected the sam e year. 
The present sexton 
George King, who has held the post over 34 y ears’ 
has kept a register of interm ents, with dates’ 
nam ov etc. Within that tim e he had buried just 
over fino persons. 
“ The ground is covered with m any old-fashion­ 
ed tombstone*, erected anterior to the Revolution 
with quaint inscriptions and epitaphs. Many of 
them are in G erm an. 
A num ber of men who 
served in the Revolution are buried th ere.”

as

correspondent. 
The last big story of his life 
had been rebutted by President 
Truman 
himself, 
who, 
not 
wanting to offend Churchill and 
Stalin, issued a statement that 


the war was not, repeat not,, 
over.

Francisco — the United Nations 
was being still-born at the time 
—

was serving overseas.

the war?”' she asked., and. we 
fell silent. 
The great Roy Howard ended

I several 
days 
before the Nov. 11, 1918, Ar­ 
mistice was signed at 11:11 a.m. 
He 
flashed 
his 
war-ending 
bulletin through the wires of the 
United. Press and. the pages of 
the ScrippfrHoward papers. 
I remember 'that scene well, 
too. 
When 
the 
newspaper 
hucksters 
swarmed 
into 
our 
neighborhood 
in 
Washington 
h a w k i n g 
their 
flamingly 
headlined “ Extra Papers” the 
kids of the area yelled with 
happiness, 
turned cart wheels, 
and pictured, what excitement, 
there would be when the Dough­ 
boys 
came 
marching 
home 
along Pennsylvania Avenue. 
This war, too, will end one 
of 
these 
days 
or 
weeks or 
months. 
Even 
the 
Hundred 
Years’ War ended. But .in. the 
case of this one, it will be 
remembered that a diplomat,

Filming Session

Jean Westwood Thursday re­ 
fused to allow the CBS tele­ 
vision network to film a news 
conference because of a strike 
against the broadcasting com­ 
pany. 
Richard Salant, president of 
CBS News, called the action an 
“outrageous attempt to dictate 
who shall and shall not cover” 
her, other party officials and 
party events. 
“I propose to pursue all rea­ 
sonable avenues to prevent the 
establishment of so dangerous 
a precedent,” Salant said in a 
telegram to Mrs. Westwood. 
Mrs. 
Westwood 
first 
had 
planned to appear at a noon 
news conference in the city’s 
Press Building. But when the 
CBS camera crew refused to 
agree to a party official’s re­ 
quest not to shoot film of the 
conference, she had the event 
moved to DNC headquarters 
and excluded all camera crews. 
She then allowed only the NBC 
and ABC crews to film sepa­ 
rate interviews with her. 
DNC spokesman Blair Clark 
said Mrs. Westwood was ex­ 
cluding CBS “without taking 
sides” on the issue of an Inter­ 
national Brotherhood, of Elec­ 
trical 
Workers 
Union 
strike 
against the network. 
Clark said, however, that she 
didn’t want to appear before a 
camera crew that included non 
union workers while the strike 
is on. 
> 
It was later learned that the 
IBEW is not directly involved 
in the camera crews whose 
men are in different unions. 
However, a CBS employe ex­ 
plained, some of those unions 
are honoring the IBEW picket 
lines. Therefore, management 
personnel were used for two of 
the three jobs—camera, lights 
and sound—on the CBS crew 
that showed up at the originally 
scheduled Westwood news con­ 
ference.

Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey (D- 
Minn.), seeking the Democratic 
nomination in the California 
primary, delivered some early 
body 
blows 
by 
attacking 
McGovern's plan to provide a 
$1,000 payment to everyone and 
cut deeply into defense spen­ 
ding. 
George 
Meany, 
AFL-CIO 
p r e s i d e n t who mistrusted 
McGovern 
more 
than 
he 
d i s l i k e d President Nixon, 
successfully urged theAFL-CIO 
executive council to remain 
neutral in the White House race. 
T h i s 
unprecedented 
step 
deprived the South Dakotan of 
the united labor support nor­ 
m a 11 y 
available 
to 
the 
Democratic 
candidate, 
even 
though 40 unions eventually 
endorsed him. 
One of the biggest block­ 
busters, however, was dropped 
by McGovern’s running mate, 
Sen. 
Thomas F. 
Eagleton, 
during a visit at the candidate's 
Black Hills retreat in late July. 
Eagleton revealed that he had 
been hospitalized three times 
for psychiatric care, including 
electric shock treat men Is, as 
late as 1966. 
McGovern at first gave him 
“ 1,000 per cent” backing to 
remain on the ticket, then 
wavered and finally asked the 
Missourian, to step aside so Ms 
medical 
history 
would not 
dominate the campaign. 
Throughout this series of 
setbacks. McGovern remained 
outwardly confident that the 
grass-roots volunteer organiza­ 
tion which pulled him through 
the primary battles would be 
his strong suit in the November 
balloting. 
But it was his stand on issues 
— or the public’s conception of 
his views — that may have been 
P r e s i d e n t Nixon’s greatest, 
advantage 
in 
the 
lopsided 
contest. 
Right up to the eve of the j 
election, McGovern still was 
explaining 
his 
position 
on 
amnesty, abortion, marijuana, 
d e f e n s e outlays, welfare, 
Eagleton and several other 
controversial subjects. Chatting 
with reporters Tuesday, the 
candidate acknowledged that he 
may not have spelled out his! 
policies adequately. 
He shifted his stand on some j 
of these issues when it became I 
obvious that they would be j 
political albatrosses. The first 
impression of him as an ad-j 
vocate 
of 
radical 
change, j 
however, seemed to persist 
despite the modifying he did on 
his welfare plan and military 
budget pruning. 
Part of McGovern’s troubles ¡ 
began when he bucked the i 
organization in the primaries, 
running his own delegates 
against early front-runner Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie of Maine 
and 
o t h e r 
middle-road j 
Democrats. 
In Chicago, for example, the 
McGovern slate was headed by 
two 
arch-critics of 
Mayor 
Richard J. Daley, Aid. Pdl 
Singer and the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson, black militant. 
In order to seat his challenged 
California delegates, McGovern 
had to support the Singer- 
Jackson challenge to the Daley 
organization and the Mayor was 
bounced from the Democratic 
convention. It took weeks to 
patch up that feud but even­ 
tually Daley provided the bulk 
of McGovern’s backing 
in 
Chicago and Jackson dropped 
out of sight. 
Staff in-fighting, with several 
a b o r t i v e resignations, also 
h a m p e r e d the Democratic 
candidate. To many, he seemed 
unwilling or unable to control 
his own supporters. 
As the polls depicted him as 
q landslide loser, McGovern 
turned to shrill attacks on 
President Nixon, denouncing his Save $14.84 Today 
administration as the most And Tomorrow! 
corrupt in history. In his. last 
campaign hurrah, the South 
Dakotan said the President's 
claims of a tentative peace 
settlement in Vietnam were a 
“hoax” designed to win re- 
election. 
The 
candidate’s 
personal 
style, when not strident, was 
often dull. His flat, nasal tones 
made him sound like a prairie 
preacher and some of his! 
rhetoric was self-righteous to a 
degree that turned off listeners. 
He was not Viewed as a 
mainstream Democrat, despite 
his belated efforts to rally the 
party behind his candidacy. And 
McGovern sensed that 
the 
national mood was not prepared 
for the issues he advanced — 
immediate peace in 'Vietnam, a 
cutback 
in 
the 
Pentagon’s 
power and a guaranteed in­ 
come. 
The crushing defeat indicated 
he was the wrong man at the 
wrong time to be anything but 
a poor .also-ran In 1972.

LOS ANGELES — The m urders at the Munich 
Olympics two months ago left, in the immediate after­ 
glow, strange impressions on those safely removed 
lrom the danger, but close enough to feel it. 
Some responded religiously; they went to church. 
Others were seized by unsightly anger; they thought 
only in terms of blood. 
And then there were those who fell into a quiet 
depression, not the kind halting their functions, but 
strong enough to trouble their thinking. 
My reaction was painful. I kept awakening during 
the night with this horrible vision of the four athletes 
burning alive in the helicopter. 
If you will recall the gruesome circumstances, 
two members of the Israeli Olympic group were m ur­ 
dered instantly when the crim inals broke into their 
quarters. 


READY FOR THE GETAWAY 
That evening, the death scene shifted to the air­ 
port where a German commercial plane was to fly 
the killers and their hostages to a port in North Africa. 
The only trouble was, no crew would volunteer for 
this assignment on the understandable ground that its 
safety could not be guaranteed at the other end. Nor 
was Israel willing to negotiate on the term s demanded 
by the Arabs. 
So helicopters bearing captors and captives from 
the Olympic Village arrived at the airfield outside 
Munich where it became clear that no deal would 
be made. 
Dedicated to death, the Arabs machine-gunned 
five hostages inside one of the helicopters and tossed 
a grenade into another bearing four more. The gren­ 
ade started a fire. Bound and blindfolded, the four 
burned alive. 
Somehow reconciled to the shootings, I couldn’t 
handle the image of those four kids burning, and it 
haunted me for days. 
The rules of of civility call for the taking of priso­ 
ners. Three of the killers were allowed to surrender. 
They were taken to prison to await trial in a country 
that has outlawd the death penalty. 
So what followed was inevitable. You read the 
other day where Arab skyjackers captured a German 
plane in the Middle East and threatened to kill every­ 
one aboard if the three m urderers in Germany were 
not released. 
They were delivered to a country which tendered 
them a hero’s welcome, and the Germans now close 
the book on the most humiliating, frustrating and m a­ 
cabre Olympic Games ever undertaken. 
What the hosts got for their five years of m eticu­ 
lous planing, hard labor and hundreds of millions of 
dollars was one stroke of irony following the next. 
The stigma of Nazi Germany had left the Olympic 
sponsors particularly sensitive to one area — public 
relations connected with the Jewish problem. 
Before the start of the Games, Munich officials 
even attended a memorial service at Dachau, a pro­ 
gram criticized by several W estern countries as being 
out of place for a friendly sports event in 1972. 
But the Germans were resolved not to be found 
incorrect in any phase of this subject. 
So while the crime would have been no less re­ 
gardless of which of the 122 delegations the Arabs at­ 
tacked, the fact they picked Israel was especially em­ 
barrassing to the Germans. 
Then came the afterm ath of the airport shoot-out 
in which the second-guesses quickly piled up. Some 
contended the job was bungled. Others claim ed the 
Federal police could have handled it more efficiently 
than the Bavarian police. The Israelis said the m is­ 
sion wouldn’t have failed if their agents had been al­ 
lowed to take part. 
The Games were held up, and a dark undertone 
was to pervade the scene for the rem ainder of the 
competition. 
In the meantime, German life was to be disrupted 
by threats of revenge from other Arabs. Soldiers with 
submachine guns patrolled the airports, and each pass­ 
enger was to be subjected to two body searches — one 
going through immigration and the other before board­ 
ing. 
DREADFUL AFTERMATH 
The incident was to incite an international wave 
of bombs by mail, resulting in death and injury and 
colossal headaches for those in post offices. 
And now the last irony is a skyjacking, placing 
the Germans in the fragile position of risking the lives 
of innocents, or turning loose people who brought such 
tragedy and trouble to the country. 
Guerrillas find it most considerate of civilized 
lands to take as prisoner the principals in m ass m ur­ 
ders. 
Safe in Libya, the Munich killers held a press con­ 
ference, promising to carry on the work. 
This will include, you presume, a visit to Montreal 
in '76. 
Their protectors will bill them as two-time 
Olympians.
